Our power plant consists of two direct connected gen- 
erator sets of five hundred electric horse power operating 
power motors in each department, and furnishing light and 
heat for the plant. |

fourth, gauge of cylinder needles; fifth, gauge of dial 
needles; sixth, any special requirements; seventh, style of 
stop motion. 


Body and sweater machines and 7, 8 and 9 inch nb- 
bers: First, size“; second, number of feeds; third, style; 
fourth, number of needles per inch of cylinder circumfer- 
ence; fifth, gauge of cylinder needles; sixth, gauge of dial 
needles ; seventh, style of stop motion. 


Note.—It is understood that needle slots in dial will be 
cut to correspond with the number of cylinder needles. 


All correspondence in reference to any machine of our 
manufacture, or orders for parts, should mention the serial 
number of the machine. This is absolutely necessary in 
many cases, and will often save delays and errors. 


All machines at time of shipment are carefully slushed 
on bright parts and are properly boxed and delivered in good 
order f. 0. b. Norristown, where our responsibility as regards 
delivery ceases. 

All loose parts are carefully checked and packed, and 
should be verified according to ‘‘ Packing Tally.” Any dis- 
crepancy must be reported to us promptly.

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Description of Body Machines 


It being unnecessary to go into a lengthy description of 
these machines, owing to the fact that our product is estab- 
lished throughout the world as the standard of excellence ; 
at the same time there are exclusive features of which we 
desire to make special mention, as they contribute, in a 
measure, to the popularity this line of machines has acquired. 


Sectional Cam Ring and Dial Cap 


The cylinder cam ring is divided into the number of 
sections corresponding with the number of feeds on the 
machine, and each one can be easily removed, exposing all 
the needles covered by the section. When cleaning the 
machine, all the sections can be removed, exposing all the 
needles in the cylinder if desired. 

The dial cap is similarly divided into sections, each 
section containing, in addition to the dial cams of the feed, 
the yarn carrier or guide, the adjustment of which is not, in 
any way, disturbed by the removal of the section, and any 
or all of the sections can be removed without running fabric 
off the needles, by merely loosening the take up. 

The advantages of these features are: the ease and 
rapidity with which a broken needle may be removed, the 
cylinder or dial not being injured by forcing a broken needle 
through the cams until it comes opposite one of the spaces 
provided for the removal of broken needles, as any section 
can be removed and the needles replaced without turning 
the machine. 


Special Needle Protectors and Guard Cams 


All machines of our make are provided with special 
needle protectors that are absolutely positive in preventing 
the fabric from bunching up on the needles, and guard cams 
preventing needles from pressing out or upwards in front of 


the guide.

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Superior Operation 


The bobbins are stationary and the work revolves. There 
can be no question as to this principle being superior to the 
revolving bobbins and stationary work on machines containing 
more than two feeds, as in the latter the head is subjected 
to an immense strain and wear by the heavy weight of 
bobbins and yarn, frequently unevenly distributed and 
necessarily shortening the life of the machine. With rapidly 
revolving bobbins, the attendant cannot detect faulty winding 
or false ends on cones or bobbins, resulting in waste and loss 
of time and product that could be prevented if bobbins were 
stationary. 

The revolving cylinder and dial permits a fixed cam ring 
and dial cap, which is a desirable convenience, and the 
rotating fabric provides a distinct advantage, giving the attend- 
ant every opportunity to detect and prevent imperfections. 


Wildman Improved Take Up 


A combination of gravity and positive, the take up or 
tension rolls are driven by a worm, without ratchets, cams or 
weights. ‘This worm is driven by a sensitive friction that can 
be adjusted to the finest degree and revolves on ball bearings, 
reducing wear to a minimum. It responds promptly to any 
variations in the yarn, and imparts a perfectly steady and 
uniform tension or even pull on the fabric; no slipping, no 
jerking ; resulting in fewer imperfections, and a smoother and 
better fabric. See illustration, page 30. 


Automatic Mechanism 


The automatic movement of the cams is the simplest and 
most positive yet brought out, and is controlled by one chain 
on which there is no wear, and which cannot get out of 
order.

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Rules for Measuring Yarn 


To find the number of cotton, worsted, mohair, wool or linen yarn: 


Each number of cotton yarn represents 840 yards to | pound (7000 grains) ; 
therefore, | yard of single I’s cotton yarn will weigh ;45 >< 7000 —8% grains. 


Rule: Measure off any number of yards, multiply this by 814 and divide 
the product by the weight of the sample in grains; the quotient will be the 
number of the yarn. 


Example: 18 yards of single cotton yarn weighs 25 grains; then 18 x 8% 
= 150, and 150 + 25 =6, or size of yarn is single 6’s cotton. 


Each number of worsted or mohair yarn represents 560 yards to | pound 
(7000 grains); therefore, | yard of single 1’s worsted yarn will weigh =35 >< 
7000 = 12% grains. 


Rule: Measure off any number of yards, multiply this by 12%, divide the 
product by the weight of the sample in grains; the quotient will be the number of 
the yarn. 


Example: 20 yards of single worsted yarn weighs 18% grains, then 20 >< 
12% = 250, and 250 = 18% = 13%, or size of yarn is single 13 %’s worsted. 


Rule for wool and linen: Measure off any number of yards, multiply this by 
23%, divide the product by the weight of the sample in grains; the quotient will 
be the number of the yarn in cuts and leas respectively. 


Spun silk yarns are calculated on the same basis as cotton yarns, except that 
no matter how many strands there are, it is always treated as single yarn. 


Note: The greater the number of yards taken for test the more correct the 
result will be. If the yarn to be tested is 2 ply, multiply the number of yards by 
2 and proceed as above; if 3 ply, multiply by 3, etc. In either case, the result 
will be the count or number in 2 or more ply respectively. 


To find the size of a single yarn equivalent to two or more single yarns 
twisted together: Divide the products of the count of the minor threads by their 
sum. If three threads are twisted together, compound two of them, and then 
compound this result and the third thread. _ If the threads are of different systems, 
reduce to the same system. 


Examples: (1) A single 20’s and 45’s thread are twisted together. 20 < 
45 —900, and 900 65 (20 + 45) 14 (nearly). Therefore, the twisted 


thread is equivalent to a single 14's. 


(2) A single 7’s, 18's and 20’s thread are twisted together. 7 >< 18 = 
126, and 126-25 (7 + 18)=5; 5x 20=100, and 100~ 25 
(5 + 20) 4. Therefore, the twisted thread is equivalent to a single 4’s or is 
a 3 ply 12’s. 

(3) A single 25’s worsted and a single 30's cotton are twisted together. 
30’s cotton equals 45’s worsted. 45 >< 25= 1125, and 1125 =~ 70 (45 + 
25) = 16 (nearly). Therefore, the resultant thread is equal to a single 16’s 
worsted, or by the same rule equal to a single 103/’s (nearly) cotton.
